ALBERTA MAY YET LOSE TIE RACE 


Misconceptions arising out of the first news reports 
on the gas export report and government policy are now 
being clarified. 

There were two inadequacies in the report, in the 
opinion of those who believe maximum development of 
the gas industry, which can only be done through ex- 
port, would be good for the province. One is the restric- 
tion on the amount that might be taken out of the Peace | 
River district, and the other the failure to provide for| 
development of the Pincher Creek field. 

Mr. Tanner has cleared up the misconceptions on| 
the latter. The impression had got around that that field | 
was “frozen” for 16 years when it would be partially 
thawed out for local use. But that isn't so. Further gas | 
discoveries in the south would change the picture over- | 
night, and Pincher Creek could then be declared sur- 
plus and thus eligible for export. The minister made it 
clear that Pincher Creek was suited only for export. The 
big plants necessary for the extraction and processing 
of by-products could only be financed on the basis of 
maximum operation, and only the export market could 
absorb maximum production. 

The Peace River export permit might have been 
worded backwards. It authorized the export of 210 bil- 
lion feet over a five-year period, and made no provision 
for future discoveries. It might have been better if a 
specific minimum were reserved and everything over | 
that made eligible for export. Because of the fact that | 
only 42 billion feet a year may leave the province, Tex- 
as interests are arguing in the Pacific Northwest that 
Alberta isn't prepared to serve that market and they 
will try to freeze out the Alberta export proposition. 

The time factor is perhaps the greatest hazard fac- 
ing Alberta gas development. As pointed out by Carl 
Nickle, M.P., in a recent radio broadcast, new gas fields 
are being found to the east, west and south of Alberta, 
and vast new reserves are being proved up in Texas 
and mid-continent fields. Now that Alberta has emerg- 
ed into an era of gas abundance, stiff competition has 
developed for the available markets. And there's this 
about a cas market: that once it's lost it’s lost for good. 
Getting there first is all that counts. Alberta may soon 
wake up to find that someone else has got there first,

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TEACHERS STAND FIRM 

Alberta teachers who take strike 
action will be backed by their pro- | 
Vincial organization, and receive up | 
to 75 percent of their salaries out of | 
a special emergency fund. 

The Alberta Teachers’ Association, | 
at the closing sessions of a three- 
day meeting in the Palliser Hotel 
last Wednesday, endorsed strike 
action on the part of member locals 
by setting up the special fund out 
of which payments will be made to 
strikers, 

About $77,000 should be available 
immediately for the fund, stated 
Eric C. Ansley, general secretary, 
and this will be supplemented by 
contributions of $1 a week from 
each teacher while a_ strike is in 
progress or as long as the executive | 
committee desires, 

The fund was set up because of a 
threatened strike by Stettler local, 
Which refused the award of an | 
arbitration board. 

Members of the Stettler local | 
voted in favor of taking strike ac- | 
tion in a government ballot, but did | 
not decide to call a strike since it | 
Was not Known whether the A.T.A. | 
would lend support. 

It is now up to the Stettler local | 
to make the final decision,

toba has had a surplus of powe: 
since 1910 and has been in the rural

Likewise, the Saskatchewan Pow 
er Commission owes the Saskatche 
Wan Provincial Government ove: 
$11,000,000, This province has made 
no bones of its inability to construct 
free rural lines to farm premises 
Saskatchewan is not so tortunatels 
situated as either Manitoba or Al 
berta in the matter of powe: 
resources, She has few hydro po 
tentials near to present centres oi | 
population, Should Alberta decide | 
to make power a publicly owned | 
utility at the present time, the Pro- 
Vince would be required to assume | 
an additional bonded indebtedness 
of $100,000,000. | 

As far as rates go at the present | 
time, Alberta customers enjoy rates 
as low as Manitoba and lower than 
Saskatchewan and are not carrying 
any of the bonded indebtedness as 
an interest charge against the util 
ity. Another interesting feature ot 
the argument is that Manitoba's 
27,000 rural installations are con 
fined within a geographical area of 
less than one-third the area of Al- 
berta from the Edmonton district 
south to the international border, 
eliminating the Peace River area 
entirely.—Camrose Canadian
